“Etved Long Enough to Be Re- 
moved to the Hospital, Suffering 
Awtul Agony—His Wite Stood Over 
Bim Before His Removal and Said 
That, Since He Had Committed 80 
Terrible a Crime She Hoped He Would 
Die—What Led to the Shooting. 


Jacob Studt, a carpenter of 2817 Winnebago 
street, shot ana killed Charles Wuensch, also 
a Carpenter, of 27277 Miami street, shortly bo- 
fore ll o’clock this morning, and then shot 
himselfin the stomach. Studt died at 12:45 
p. m. The double crime was 
committed with an old doubdle- 
barreled shot-gun. The only cause 
that can be assigned for the deed is that last 
week Wuensch discharged Studt, owing to 
his drinking habits, ‘ 

Wensch was a well-to-do German car- 
penter and eontractor. He was building for 
himself a nice two-story brick dwelling at 
8488 Oregon avenue. Studt worked for him 
some days last week, but owing to his un- 
steady habits he was let out. 

About 8 o’clock this morning he came to 
the new building. Wuensch and a carpenter 
named Emil Sceumann of 8610 Iowa avenue 
were already at wogk, but according to the 
latter there were no words between the two 
men. Studt hung around for a short time 
and then went away. A little later he 
entered Fred Goodgezell’s salcon,over which 
Wuensch lived with his wife and two 
children. 

He took a seat at a table, 
nothing, for he had no money. 

Why aren't you working to-day?’’ the 
saloonkeeper asked him. 

»The bricklayers haven't the upper stones 
ready for the scantling yet,’’ he replied. 

Goodgezell looked out of the window and 
saw that he was lying, but said nothing. 
About 0 o’clock Studt left the place appar-

| GOT THE sor Gun. 

From the saloon stadt. went over to the 
house of Gus Lobeck, 2226 Keokak street. 
Some time ago he had loaned Gus his shot- 
gun, He did not find him at home, however, 
so he asked the sister for it, saying that he 

was going to clean it up and go shooting. 
She gave it to him unsuspectingly and he 
went away. 

Shorfly before 11 o’cloek the man carrying 
the gun dy his side appeared at the new 
building where his intended victim was 
working. He walked up the Board incline to 
the floor above the basement and stpod 
watching Sceumann and Wuensch at their 
work. Andrew Vette, alaborer, passed by 
and saw him holding the gun at his side and 
gazing about in an aimless sort of way. He 
thought nothing of it and passed on. 

Wuensch and his assistant were working 
up stairs. Onjy the skeleton of the second 
floor had been laid, and one standing below 
could look up through the scantlingand see 
what was going on. Wuensch was on a scaf- 
folding on thenorth side arranging some 
brick work, while Sceumann was across on 
the other elde. 

The latter says he heard no words, only 
the report of a gun.

Thi dead-wagon was summoned under 
Capt. Keeble’s order and Wuensch’s body 
removed tothe Morgue. The wife will have 
to go there to see it, fon she did not return 
from her trip down town until after the 
corpse was taken away. 

Wuensch was a sober, industrious man 
who had amassed a tidy little sum. Hé was 
born in Germany and was 45 
years old. Studt dad not so good a 
reputationjowing to his drinking habits. He 
was also born in Germany, Was 46 years old, 
and had two daugnters, aged 18 andi 20 years. 

se who Know men say they can 
Wardly believe that Studt would commit such 
acrime when he was sober, as he was, 2 
cording to Saloon-keeper Goodgezell’s testi- 
mony. He was alwuys quiet and peace- 
able, but this crime must have been 
premeditated tor some hours at least. Stutd 
was a well-educated man, and hau been in 
the country a good many years. 

No trace of any other motive for the deed 
than the discharge could be discovered. 
Wuensch’s daughters say that their father 
— had any trouble with the man, except 

his.

SUDA EXONERATED. 


The Inquest on Martin—Previous Esca- 
pad of the Dead Man, 


Andrew Martin, 
the young man who died at 
St. Mary's Infirmary last Saturday 
from the effects of a gunshot wound in the 
right hip received at the kands of Frank 
Suda. Martin was shot while in- 
toxicated and disturbing the peace of Ella 
Suda, sister of the shooter,at the grading 
camp on Duncan, near Newstead avenue, 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

At the inquest to-day Ella Suda and her 
mother made a corroborative statement. 
They said that Martin had insulted the girl 
while he was passing in a buggy, 
and that he afterwards got 
out of the buggy, came back to where she 
was standing, and, after exchanging a 
few words seized her by the throat and 
was choking her. At this juncture Ella 
claims her brother came up and fired the 
shot from the shot-gun. The evidence of all 
the witnesses went to show that youn 
Suda had acted in defense of his sister, an 
the Coroner’s jury took the same view of 
it. They brought in a verdict to the 
effect that the deceased came to his death 
from septicemia, the result of a gun-shot 
wound of thethigh, inflicted by a charge 
ofashot fired from a gun in the hands of 
Frank Suda, and that Suda was justified in 
his act. The prisoner was released at once. 

Andrew Martin was 21 years old, single, 
and lived in a tent at the same grading as 
the Suda family. 

He will be remembered in connection 
with the alleged enticement of Bertua 
Wedber, the 16-year-old daughter of 
a well-to-do dry goods merchant 
whose place of business and residence was 
at 3337 Market street, on June 16, 
1891. Miss Webber and her younger 
sister, Ida were, it is said, infatuated with 
Martinand his young brother John. They 
lived in the same neighborhood. After An- 
Grew is said to have disappeared 
with his brother left 
with : both brothers were 
arrested a few days after this glieged 
escapade. - Andrew was indicted, but his 
brother was asead on account of his 
youtn. The ormer was tried twice 
on the charge in the Criminal Court, and in 
each case the jury disagreed and the case 
was continued generally as a last resort.

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THE TRIAL REOPENS WITH A CONTRO- 
VERSY OVER DEPOSITION3. . 


Some of Those Taken From Plaintiff in 
Kentucky Held by the Defense to Be 
Irregular—The Distinguished Defend- 
ant Greatly Agitated Over the Point 
at Issue—Appearance of the Plaintiff— 
Her Manner and Costume. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 12.—Refreshed 
by two days of consultation and planning, 
the Pollard-Breckinridge legal forces bristie 
with law books and portentous looking docu- 
ments this morning as they arrayed them. 
selves along the two rows of desks in the 
Criminal Court room. Jurors, too, were 
smiling with just cause, for directly across 
the court room and facing them sata group 
of fashionable young women, backed by a 
row of solemn matrons, all brought thither 
by curiosity, which, more than hope, 
springs eternal in the feminine breast. 

Expectation fairly beamed from beneath 
their bonnets, to be Dut five minutes de- 
ferred, for that space after the appointed 
hour for court convening entered Miss Pol- 
lard, demure and with downcast eyes, 
wrapped in her long black cloak, the Con- 
gressman defendant and his satchel of docu- 
ments following so closely after that the two 
parties seemed to have come together. 

MISS POLLARD’S COSTUME. 

Miss Pollard was clad completely in black, 
from head to feet, without one touch of 
white or of color to relieve the somberness of 
her attire. She looked thin and careworn, 
and her rather plain features were setin a 
serious way. The removalof the fair plain- 
tiff’s long black outer wrap revealed a 
jacket closely fitting, witha double row of 
buttons, puffed sleeves and collar fastened 
high about the slender neck, with no ap- 
pearance of laceor linen. Her gloves were 
of black undressed kid, disappearing under 
the sleeves of her coat, Her hair was dressed 
with nun-like severity of plainness and in 
the same style of that: of the sister who ac- 
companied her. 

It was brought over smoothly from the 
parting line to the ears, braided and ar- 
ranged in a coil low ai the back, the size of 
the mass showing the thickness and luxuri- 
aut growth of her tresses. She wore a small 
toque of velvet, without ornament, excepta 
small bow at the front from the rear, black 
ribbons were drawn down and tied under the 
chin. Her face was hardly hidden at all by a 
. 

Miss PFokard, as said, is not what would be 
designated a pretty woman. Her face is 
thin, her mouth too wide for beauty, but 
with straightness of the line, the thinness of 
the lips, combined with the squareness of 
the chin, sugg®sting freely the determined 
character of the woman who has instituted 
this struggle against such powerful infiu- 
ences. Her nose is decidedly retrousse, her 
eyes darker than her hair and the only 
beauty of her face. Her forehead is low and 
fair, her complexion is clear and healthy 
looking, Oearing no evidences of artificial 
aids to beauty. 

LADY SPECTATORS ORDERED OUT. 

Judge Bradley leaned his handsome head 
back in his padded leather chair, the roll of 
jurors was Called and was no sooner finished 
than the Judge remarked: 

Mr. Marshal, I wish you would request 


these ladies to vacate the seats unless they 
are witnesses in the case. 

Thereupon Marshal Wilson’s portly form 
loomed up before the women, waving them 
out. They went with cloudsof disappoint- 
ment overspreading theirfacesand such a 
babbling of anger that the Judge was obliged 
to rap sharply for order, 

Few spectators were left after the exodus, 
butamongthem were a half-dozen of the 
defendant’s fellow members of Congress. 

Firstinthe proceedings Attorney Carlisle, 
for Miss Pollard, represented to the court 
that the four mysterious volumes of Wash 
ington Irving, taken from the Cincinnati 
conventand ordered on Friday to be pro- 
duced, had been filed with the clerk of the 
court inasealed package with the indorse- 
ment that they were sealed by agreement of 
counsel to be opened under the direction of 
the court. 

THE FIRST CONTROVERSY. 


This reopened the controversy over the 
identification of the volumes, Mr. Butter- 
worth contending that closer description by 
the plaintiff’ was absolutely necessary and 


declaring that the suggestion of sealing them 
had been made by Miss Pollard’s counsel. 

Mr. Wilson said that the understanding 
was that the books should de delivered 
sealed as depositions were, butit had never 
been contemplated that they should remain 
sealed. 

It there was any agreement to have these 
books sealed, said Judge Bradley, I was 
not a party to it.“ 

Thereupon ex-Congressman Butterworth, 
who js a Quaker and refers to his opponents 
as ‘Brother Wilson’’ and Brother Car- 
lisle,’’ protested that if Miss Pollard had 
bought the books for the convent she must 
be abie to stand up here and describe those 
books, or sit here and do it,’’ replied Mr. 
Wilson, tartly,in which ultimatum he was 
sustained by the Judge, after more sparring, 
in which young Atturney Johnson took part, 
Combatting the fnsinuation that his client’s 
course had not been straightforward re- 
5 ting the volumes, and Miss Pollard’s 
black eyes snapped triumphantly. 


DEPOSITIONS OBJECTED TO.

But Very Impressive. 
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A CROWDED COURT-ROOM WITNESSED 
THE TAKING OF THE OATH. 


Some Inside Facts Explaining the Cause 
of the Louisianian’s Long Delay in 
Qualifying for the Supreme Bench—It 
Was all on Account of Mis Interest in 
Sugar—Once He Meant to Resign. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The induc- 
tion into office of the new Associate Justice, 
.ex-Senator White of Louisiana, attracted a 
large attendance to the Supreme Court room 
to-day as the ceremony always does. There 
has been an unusually large aumber of oppor- 
tunities to witness it in the last few years. 
Not for many years have there been so many 
vacancies and consequent induction of 
superiors to seats on the bench in so shorta 
period as in the last and present Administra- 
tions. Justices Brewer, Brown, Shiras 
and Jackson have all taken their seats since 
President Cleveland’s former term of office. 
The ceremony of the induction of Justice 
White was very simple, but impressive. 

„Justice White had taken advantage of the 
Slight delay in taking his seat after his ap- 
pointment to provide himself with his own 
robe of office, and did not have to borrow a 
robe, as most of his associates have done. 

As the hour of noon approached there was 
no standing room to be had inthe court- 
room, and the corridor outside. was filled 
with the disappointed ones. A large num- 
ber of distingulsbed men were in the court- 
room. The seats to the left of the bench 
were reserved for the ladies of the Supreme 
Oourt and their guests. 

Among those who occupied them were 
Miss White, sister of the new Justice; Mrs. 
Fuller, Mrs, Field, Mrs. Harlan, Mrs. Shiras, 
Mrs. Brewer, Mrs, Carlisle, Mrs. Bissell, Miss 
Strong, Mrs. Prouty and a large number of 
others. 

Senator Vilas, between whom and Senator 
White a cordiaPintimacy has existed, was a 
spectator, as were also Senator White of 
California, Stewart, Lindsay and Mitchell of 
Oregon and quite a number of members of 
the House. 

The cermony of installation was soon over.

CAUSE OF WHITE’S DELAY. 


Justice White’s long delay in qualifying for 
his new position is still the subject of much 
comment here, all ot it unfavorable to him, 
and some of it, based on recent information 
entirely trustworthy, severe on the Presi- 
dent. 

Asthis story goes, when Mr. White ac- 


cepted the tender of the place on the bench, 
he called the President's attention to the fact 
that the tariff bill was then undergoing re- 
vision by the Senate, and that as a Senator 
from Loulsiana he was deeply interested in 
the proposition to put a tax on sugar, and 
charged therewith witha great responsibili- 
ty, He represented it as a matter of life or 
death with his people, and declared that they 
expected him to exert his influence to the 
fullest, and utilize all his experience acquired 
in the Senate towards securing 
them what they wanted. He explained 
to the President fully what he had been 
doing, and said that if he accepted the judg- 
ship he would feel at liberty to remain in the 
Senate until the Finance Committee had 
agreed upon its report. 

The President sawno difficulty about Mr. 
White taking this course. The Supreme 
Court was notin session, and would not be 
for a fortnight, and if Mr. White meanwhile, 
by counsel or other proper means, could as- 
sist in the solution of sthe difficulty ahout the 
tariff bill, well and good.

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MILLIONS FOR THE INDIANS. 


Some Sensible features of the Appro- 
priation Bill. 90 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—The In- 
dian appropriation bill is lime to de re- 
ported this week. Chairman Holman of the 
committee having it in charge expects that 
the total appropriation wilt de $1,000,000 leas 
than that of last year, which will make the 
Dill a trifie above $6,000,000, This saving has 
been made against rather spirited oppost- 


tion from Representative W of Wash- 
ington and other members of the committee 
who feel satisfied that the bill will be brought.

This consolidation is pen J opposed 
in the committee on the ground that the 
value of the agents will be lessened if they 
were given roving commissions to 
around a State from agency to agency, 
with a divided responsibility. Those 
who oppose the change say that the Indian 
agency system has been rid of its former 
taint of irregularity and corruption and bas 
been brought tosuen a stage of efficiency 
that it should not now be disturbed dy ex- 
periments in consolidation. In case the con- 
solidations are affected in the forthcoming 
bill, they will be vigorously resisted on the 
floor of the House of Representatives from 
the States where the Indians live, 

Another line of proposed reduction is on 
the speclal agents ofthe Indian Bureau and 
the Interior Department. who forma sort of 
secret service in the Indian system. Mr. 
Holman thinks there are too many of these 
special agents, and he urges a material re- 
duction in the force. This has been opposed, 
however, on the ground that the rapid ab. 
sorption of Indian lands by the Government 
and the steady encroachments of the 
whites on the Indlans makes it par- 
ticularly important that the special 
agents shoula be kept up to their 
present number. They have been termed 
the eyes of the department’’ by one of the 
members of the committee, as their duty is 
to watch all transactions between the Gov- 
ernment and the Indians and to keep the 
Washington authorities informed, They are 
the mediums of overcoming frauds against 
the Indians or against the Government. 

A plan of curtailing expense which 
meets with general ta vor 
the committee is that of the consolidation of 
warehousee and supply depots for Indian 
rations and supplies. At present there is an 
extensive warehouse and plant at New York, 
which makes it necessary to store goods far 
from the Indian country. Chicago will be 
made the main and only depot of supplies, as 
it is so located asto take a ol the 
prevailing market rates and is also easy of

Resumption of Pariiament, in Which 
High Questions Will Come Up—The 
Queen Deeply Interested in Ireland’ 
Welfare—Local Government for Scot-

Foreign News. 


‘Lorpow, Maren 12.—Parliament resumed its 
sitting to-day, entering upon a period that is 
full of the greatest importance to the empire 
and marking what may prove to be the be- 
ginning of a complete reorganization of par- 
In the speech from the throne the 
Queen says: 

Negotiations are in progress with the United 
States for the purpose of executing the award of the 
court of arbitration ia the question of the 
seal Osheries of the Behring Sea. 

Two collisions, accompanied by lamentable loss of 
life. lately occurred with the French coloniai forces 
in West Africa. Iawait the result of the inquiry in 
regard to these deplorable occurrences with full 
confidence that they will be examined im a calm and 
dignified temper, as befits two great nations upon 
aneh an oceasion. 

Gentiemen of the Heuse of Commons: The esti- 
mates for the public service will be laid before you. 
Ther Will be found to make full aud adequate pro- 
vision for the defense of the empire. 

My Lordsand gentiemen: The recent impreve- 
ment in the State of Ireland has been continuous 
and marked. Agrarian crime has been reduced 
underthe administration of ordinary law tothe 
lowest point that has been reached for the last 
fifteen pease. The eondition, however, of a consid- 
erabie body of the evicted tenants of that country 
requires early attention. 

A ineasure will be submitted to you with the view 
of a reasohabie settlement of this question, deeply 
affecting the well-besng of Ireland, 

Bills n be submitted for the amendment of the 
registration, the abelition of plural voting, dealing 
with the ecclesiastice! establishments of Wales and 
Scotiaad, the equalization of rates in London, tocal 
government for Scotland onthe same bas {6 as re- 
cently aceorded to Engiand and Wales, and the ex- 
ercise of direct local control of the ilquor traffic. 

You will be asked to consider measures for the 
promotion of conciliation in labor «disputes, for the | 
amendment ofthe factory and mimes act, and for 
the reform of the method of conducting inquiries 
into fatal accidents in Scotland. 

ARRIVAL OF CELEBRITIES, 

A large crowd of people gathered in the 
vicinity of the foreign office to witness the 
arrival of the celebrities who were to attend 
the great meeting of the Liberals, which had 


been convened for noon. 

Lord Rosebery, the new Premier, upon his 
arrival was loudly cheered anda warm wel- 
come was also extended to the other dis- 
tinguished Liberal leaders. Lord Rosebery 
also received an ovation as he took the 
chair in order to preside atthe meeting. Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, who was the last 
member of the Cabinet to arrive, was greet- 
ed with great enthusiasm,

riched and ennobled not merely the Treasury 
Bench but the House itself. Continuing, 
Lord Rosebery said: 

„It was thought that in the high office to 
which I have been calltd there should bea 
declaration’ of policy. That is not neces- 
sary, as we stand where we did. [Cheers. ] 
There will be no change of measures, and, 
although there has been a disastrous change 
of men, they are all pledged to the same pol- 
icy. [Cheers.] The same measures remain 
as they are, the programme of the Liberal 
party, and it is not intended to recede from 
any one of them. Ihe honor of England and 
the peace of Europe are safe in the hands of 
the present Government, The Welsh Church 
qgaestion will be pressed to a definite and 
successful conclusion, [Cheers.] 


THE CAUSE OF IRELAND. 
In regard tothe Irish question, we are 
bound to it by ties of honor and affection. 
My speech in the House of Lords in 1993 seems 
to have raised some doubt as to my own po- 
sitionin regardto home rule. Those who 
have these doubts can only have read the 


speech inacursory manner. The poiicy of} 
home rule will not be less definitely pursued. 
If there is any doubt on the subject, one 
pledge which the Government has given in 
this connection is the continuance in his 
present office of the Rt. Hon. John Morley, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. [Cheers] Mr. 
Morley has been offered a higher office, but 
he thought it his duty not to sever his career 
from the cause of Ireland. [Cheers. ]

TROLLEY OUSTS STEAM 


Operating a Railroad by Means of Elec- 
tricity. 


From the Philadelphia Record, 

An interesting and important experiment, 
the result of which will be watched with 
much interest in the railway world, is soon 
to be tried on the Delaware River & Lancas- 
ter Raliroad, a short line iu the upper part 
of Chester County, the operation of which 
has been suspended for some time because it 
could not be made to pay. The experiment 
is the substitution of the trolley for steam as 


the motive power If it proves successful, 
itis belleved thatthe example will be fol- 
lowed on other short roads that have proved 
unprofitable, notably seashore lines, some of 
which have had to be abandoned in recent 
years. 

The Delaware River & Lancaster Ratiroad 
is only eleven miles long. extending from 
French Creek Junction on the Pickering val. 
ley branch of the Reading Rallroad, across 
the northern end of Chester County to Falls 
of French: Creek, where it makes connections 
with a branch of the Washington & Northern 
Rallroad. It was built about four years ago, 
aud after being operated independently fora 
time was leased by the Wilmington & North- 
ern Co. Though tapping valuable stone 
quarries, itcould not be made to pay, how- 
ever, and forthe past two months no en- 
gines or cars have passed over its tracks, 

Plans are now under consideration by Col. 
Du Pont, the president of the original com · 
pany, not only to resume the operation of 
the road with new motive power, but to ex. 
tend it as well, and it is said that with the 
opening of spring the work of reorganiza- 
tion will begin, The main feature of the 
scheme is the substitution of an overhead 
trolley system for steam power. It is claimed 
that this will not make nécessary any aitera- 
tions to the road, and that practically the 
only work to be done will be to string the 
trolley wires. Electric power will be secured 
from a station to be bullt at Falls of French 
Oreek and to de run water from French 
Creek, which offers an exceptional oppor- 
tunity for this utilisation of its powers. 

The extension contemplated is a line be- 
tween French Creek Junction and Phonix- 
ville, a distance of three miles, Arrange- 
ments will be made to secure sufficient elec- 
tric power at Phoatxville, also, in case the 
water plant shouid by any chance fail. With 
a line direct into Phoenixville, it is thought 
that comsiderabie trade could be secured 
from both the Pennsylvania and Reading 
Rallroads. 

Engineers who have looked the road over 
— that it offers no difficulties to the sub- 
stitution of electricity for steam, and that by 
using the waters of French Creek to supply 
the motive power the operating expenses 
could probably be so reduced as to make the 
road a paying property. The road will prob- 
ably be modelea somewhat after the one run- 
ning between Mt. Vernon,Va., and Washing- 
ton, on which freight is carried in con- 
siderable quantities, A plan ig being con- 
sidered to resume work in the valuable 
granite quarries at Falls of French Creek, 
and it is sald that fifty carloads of Belgian 
blocks will be shipped dally over the electric 
road when it is started.

Last Friday a cipher telegram was re- 
ceived in St. Louis from Chicago saying 
that the Government report from the De- 
partment of Agriculture would estimate 
the farmers’ reserves of wheat at 115,000,000 
bushels. Another telegram said that the 
report would be bearish on wheat and 
bullish on corn.“ 

The report when made public confirmed 
both these hints. The amount of wheat 
in the hands of the farmers is placed at 
114,000,000 bushels and of corn at 589,000, -

If the Department of Agriculture is main- 
tained for such purposes it had better be 
abolished. Ifits officials are partners in 
speculative deals and use the facilities of 
Government to feather their own nests, 
after the manner of retained Senators, its 
usefulness to the peopleis gone. There is 
grave doubt whether the Department of 
Agriculture is not a useless luxury at best. 
But if it is to be run in partnership with a 
bucket-shop it is worse than useless,

THE MEED OF DISHONOR. 


When we predicted that James J. Butler 
would not get a fairtrial for shooting 
Leary we had no idea of the comprehensive 
thoroughness with which that prediction 
would be fulfilled. We are forced to con- 
fess ignorance of the full capacity of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Zachritz for placing new 
and darker stains upon the administration 
of justice in the Criminal Court. 

This ignorance of the possibilities of 
injustice in the trial of accused persons 
with political ‘‘pulls’’ was based upon an 
underestimate of his ‘‘nerve.’’ We 
thought we had accurately taken the 
measurement of the man from the volumi- 
nous records of his miscondpct. We 
thought we had faithfully represented his 
true character to the people when 
he sought promotion at their hands from 
the office of Assistant Circuit Attorney to 
that of Circuit Attorney. We thought 
that the facts we published, with accom- 
panying comments concerning his miscon- 
duct in the lower office, ,sufficiently indi- 
cated what was to be expected of him in 
the higher office. 

But we find that we were mistaken. We 
owe some apology to Zachritz and the 
bosses who combined to put him in his 
present place. His conduct in the Butler 
case shows that he was not given the full 
credit of his capacity for the shameless 
degradation of office upon which he ap- 
parently prides himself and for which he 
received promotion. He is blacker than 
he was painted. 

There is some excuse, however, for our 
failure to discern the full possibilities of 
Zachritz’ effrontery. It is impossible to 
foresee the unprecedented. It was impos- 


| sible to predict that Zachritz would be the 


first public prosecutor to openly uss all the 
powers and opportunities of his office to 
shield an influential prisoner; that 
ne would be the first public prose- 
cutor to offer an apology tor 
troubling a citizen with a political pull by 
trying him under a charge ot crime; that 
de would be the first public prosecutor 
whose zeal in behalf of an accused person 
of influence could lead him to impeach the 
testimony of his own principal witness 
and earn the fee of the attorney for the 
defense by pleading with the jury to 
acquit the defendant. 

It is impossible to do full justice to 15. 
Zachrita. We can only credit him with 
doing more for his political masters than 
‘could fairly be expected of him. Wecan only

FAN TAN PLAYERS. 


The Police Make a Big Haul on South 
Eighth Street. 


For some time past those detectives who 
have been on the watch In the neighborhood 
of South Kighth street, between Market and 
Walnut streets, inorder to swoop down on 
the iniquitous opium joints, have noticed 
crowds gathering ata grocery store kept by 
Jeu Jock at No. 16 South Eighth street at a 
certain hour of the night.

Mr. Nat C. Goodwin, in Augustus Thomas’ 
new play, In Migzoura,’’ opened a two- 
weeks’ engagement at the Grand last night 
to a crowded house.

coura,’ the coming greatest playwright of 
his age, if he is not that already, and I re- 
olre in the success of this play because I 
elieve that what American audiences want 
are good, wholesome American plays, writ- 
ten by American playwrights and played by 
American companies.’’ 

Mr. Goodwin himself scored an artistic 
triumph which carries him out ofthe dra- 
matic field in which all his life-work hereto- 
fore has been done. As Jim Radburn, Sheriff 
of Pike County, Mo., he steps into the front 
rank of American actors. This 1 true be- 
cause in his creation of the character of that 
homeiy hero he wins to its support the 
laughter and the tears of those who see his 
work, and when the last curtain falls on Jim 
Radburn’s story the modest figure of the 
Missouri Sheriff has become an indelible 
memory in the minds of his audience. 

This fs the only test of the success of a stage 
creation. Up to this periodof his profes- 
sional career Mr. Goodwin had not been 
credited with the artistic earnestness 
necessary to successfully undergo such a 
test.

eln Mizzoura’’ is stronger than Mr.

In every line, in every 
movement, in every effect reached, it has 
the breath of life arising from what seemsa 
loving capacity for untiring study of human 
nature as it came before the playwright’s 
eyes, the human nature which he met in his 
own daily lite. 

here are three characters developed dy 
the story of ‘‘In Mizzoura,’’ which, had they 
been drawn in narrates instead of dramatic 
form, would have been reasonably assured 
of literary immortality. In order of true 
fafthfulness to life they are respectively 
the characters of ‘Liz’beth Vernon, Jim 
Radburn and Dave. 

It will be dificult fo any who see In 
Mizzoura’’ to indorse this definite declara- 
tion, because itis always difficult to recog- 
nize great achievements at short range. 
Nevertheless, it will be worth while to run 
over in one’s mind the characters of the 
stage or of fiction that have already been 
accorded this belief of immortality, and 
measure which of them has more of the 
real breath of life than those just named, 
They are homely people, the three of them, 
but they are living, breathing people, not 
merely ‘‘stage studies.’’ 

Mr. Thomas is writing for larger audiences 
than those composed of people who go to 
see his plays now. He is studying certain 
types of American life and character as na- 
tive life and character have not been studied 
by other writers of his generation. As he 
grows stronger and more confident of him- 


self be is giving his creations form and being 


with the sure and controlling touch of a mas- 
ter haud. Work of this kind is work that 
lives beyond the ordinary term of life of 
stage successes. 

In grasp of dramatic situation and the se- 
cret of continued dramatic interest Mr. 
Thomas’ power is deepening. ‘‘In Miz- 
zoura’’ is the proof of this assertion. Its 
dramatic form and story are eminently cor- 
rect. 

But, although meer accentuated at times, 
the story is not melodramatic, Its essence ig 
not the reminiscence of a locally famous ex- 

ress robbery which runs through the play.

RIVER PIRATES FIRED ON WHILE 
RAISING THEIR PLUNDER, 


They All Escaped, However, Without 
Injury—Sehool Trustees Confess Juds - 
ment in Favor of Martin D. Baker 
Items of Interest * the East 
Side. 


A man giving the name of Wilkerson, w ho Is 
in Sheriff Langley’s custody, is suspected of 
complicity in the last Mobile & Ohio hold-up, 
which occurred a short time since at Forest 
Lawn, three miles southeast of East St. 
Louis. Wilkerson was arrested yesterday 
at Pinckneyville on the charge of stealing 
three overcoats from a freight train on 
which he was stealing a ride out of 
Belleville. His appearance tallies with the 
description of one of the gang who were im- 
plicated in the+last hold-up, and the Sheriff 
thinks he may have had some connection 
with the affair. Notification of the arrest 
bas been sent to the M. & O. officials, witha 
request that they send some of tke train 
crew to identify the prisoner. 

RIVER PIRATES FIRED ON. 

The police were notified late last night tnat 
a plant of stolen tobacco had been located in 
a stable near the Pittsburg dyke on the river 
bank south of the city. Officer Fahey was 
detailed to take charge of the plant and 
watch for the thieves, who were supposed to 
be river pirates, but while he was on the 
way to the dyke the Air Line watchman 
sighted the robbers and scared them away 
before the officer arrived. There were five of 
the pirates, and they came across the river in 


a skiff from the foot of Chouteau avenue. 
They were seen to enterthe stable by the 
coachman, Who waited for them to come out 
with the tobacco, acting on the supposition 
that it was their intention to raise the 
plant. He soon observed one of them leav- 
ing the stable witha box of tobacco under 
each arm, and he opened fre on the pirate 
at once. The latter dropped the to- 
bacco and ran down to the 
river, followed by another one of the gang. 
The watchman waitedon the river side of 
the stable for the others to come out, but 
when Officer Fahey reached the spot they 
had not yet emerged within the range of his 
vision. Then the officer and the watchman 
investigated and found thatthe pirates had 
escaped by enteringthe brush back of the 
stable. A short search revealed the plant of 
stolen tobacco, about a dozen boxes, secreted 
in the barn, 
MARTIN BAKER GETS HIS FEE. 

Martin D. Baker, the attorney who brought 
suit against the School Trustees of East St. 
Louls for a large fee some time ago, has ob- 
taineda judgment for $1,250. The attorney 


was employed to commence suit for the re- 
covery of about $30,000 claimed to be due the 
school fund from the city on saloon licenses, 
and did so, but the trustees compromised the 
case and declined to pay him his fee. He 
immediately sued the trustees for $1,250, and 
to-day the latter confessed judgment for that 
amount in the Circuit Court.

Sunk IS ALICE WANZER. » 


“Mamie” Thompson Identified as 
Woman Who Figured in Court Before. 


Mamie Thompson, the creole servant girl 
now in the custody of the police charged with 
stealing $2,000 worth of property from the 
residence of Mrs. A. S. Aloe at 3741 Pine street 
and Mrs. Augustus Heard, 4256 Bel 
avenue, was identified this morning 
as Alice Wanzer, who inthe spring of 1889 
was Involved in a sensational case, in which 
the death of Alice Brennan, a young wife, at 
her furnished room house at 1504 Chestnut 
street was involved. 

At the time John Brennan, husband of 
the deceased, accused Alice Wanzer

It Was claimed that Mrs. Wanzer 
had administered medicine to Mrs. 
Brennan which caused her death, but she 
was exonerated by the post mortem and the 
Coroner’s inquest in the case. Brennan is 
said to have been a dissolute character and 
thathe afterwards figured as defendant in 
the courts of justice in this city.

It was a hard 
fight even against the introduction of tue 
German unit of time. There is now a school- 
master in a Bavarian Village who refuses to 
regulate the church clock that is under his 
care after the old time. That is not a per- 
sonal whim, but the sentiment of the whole 
village, because the old time continues to be 
the time of that The  estab- 
lishing of universal currency measures 
and weights and in universal postal and tel- 
egraphic administrative throughout the em- 
pire was an absolute necessity, but those in- 
stitutions have not brought with them a 
unity of the different spirits and hearts. As 
is often the case witha number of children 
in une family thesame material is used for 
suits of clothes, thus showing thatthey be- 
long to the same family, and in the same 
way as those children can fight amongst 
themselves as much asifthey were stran- 
gers, so it is with the great and small States 
ofthé German Empire. The German smal! 
medium States, however, don’t want to be 
obedient towards their parent, Prussia. It 
is only natural that every individual State 
wants to be its oWwu master even if it is only 
of an area of a square mile. 
THREATENING UNITY, 

A real Germanjunity can only exist if every 
subject will allow himself unselfishly to be 
absorbed in the German state. And that is 
impossible with elements so different from 
each other as the German elements compos- 
ing the Empire. 

There are many other dangers threatening 
German unity, not the least of which is the 
anti-Semitism that has its headquarters in 
the Kingdom of Saxony. The Teutons should 
criticise themselves and examine their own 
capacities and doings first before they turn 
brutal force agalnst the industrious and 
clever Israelites, Ihe Teuton race has to 
thank itself for the enormous dominance ac- 
quired by the Jews in Germany. The Ger- 
mans should have commenced a long time 
ago to enter the arena of peaceful competi- 
tion with the Jews instead of resorting tothe 
intolerance of the Middle Ages. 

The real extent of mockery that lies in the 
proud words paraded by all feasting Ger- 
mans—‘‘German unity’’—can really be un- 
derstood when one contemplates the ruptures 
among the different individual parties in 
their own camp. Not only is there a National 
Liberal and a German Liberal party, both 
ostentatiously following the same political 
creed, but quarreling almost about every 
question at issue. There are also two or 
three different factions contained in each of 
these, quarreling again among them- 
selves about every question. ‘ihe same 
applies to the Center and to the 
Conservative parties. Even the Social 
Democrats are not free from discord, but 
the true Satyr games are presented by the 
Anti-Semitic party. It can safely be said 
that there are not two Anti-Semites who 
can be called united in their purpose and 
efforts. ‘This party has now about forty 
members in the Reichstag, but already three 
ar four factions have formed themselves 
within it. How violently they fight against 
each other has been demonstrated sufficiently 
lately inthe miserable srectacle presented 
by the meetings organized respectively by 
Ahlwardt and Stoecker. 

A FINE POINT UNRECOGNIZED, 

The Germans fail to value the words of the 
greatest German that ever sat on the throne, 
who said: ‘‘Leteverybody get to Heaven 
after his own fashion,“ One man must be 
mentioned who has been trying to unite at 
least the churchin Germany. He has done 
much to level many questions in dispute and 
to bring about a reali German unity of 
spirit jn State and church, That man is 
Col. Von Egidy, with his Unity of the 
Christian Church.’’ He has worked hard 
to gain his point, but there are great powers 
to be overcome. There is still the Bruns- 
wicker, the Hanoverian and the Luxem- 
burger, who are and who will be always 
nagging and who will never allow the Ger- 
man unity idea to enter their heads. The 8th 
of May, whenthe Keichstag was dissolved, 
and the 15thofr June, the date ot the last 
elections, are the latest significant signs of 
German disunion. These two dates have 
truly proven that the German people are 
anything ratherthan united. The Govern- 
ment victory regarding the military bill has 
been justly called a Pyrrhus victory. 

When the two opposing forces shall ergan- 
ize themselves for combat in the Reichstag 
shall begin to discuss the Deckungsfrage“ 
that is, the question of ways and means for 
the requirements of the army bill—approx- 
imately 200 votes will be found against 200 
votes.

Gold Standard Now Obsolete—Taik of a 
New Theater. 


One of the best indications of the return of 
confidence among the moneyed men of the 
country and the consequent loosening up of 
the money market is the fact that leases and 
deeds of trust, which a year ago mostly stip- 
ulated that payment should be made in gold 
coin, are now drawn as a rule without this 
provision. 

When the financial depression was at its 
height, when the capitalists and money- 
lenders were hoarding their wealth in safe 
deposit boxes and the dread of a wild cat 
egal tender had demoralized the credit sys- 
tem, it became the general custom through- 
out the country to provide even in short- 
term leases that they must be payable 
In gold coin of a standard fine- 
ness if the owner thereof so demanded. This 

had a further tendency to bear gold and aid 
in the depreciation of silver. 

Now, in St. Louls at least, this practice has 
ceased. Asconfidence returned and money 
became more plentiful the loan men found 
that the borrowers would not consent to any 
such an arrangement, and this, coupled with 
the dying out of the furor against silvertoa 
large extent, resulted in the almost entire 
dropping of the practice. 

Joseph Brown, Chief Clerk in Recorder of 
Deeds Hobbs’ office, says that not one paper 
now has this stipulation to where twenty had 
it elght or ten months ago, 

The real estate men in St. Louls, while asa 
rule disapproving this form of agreement, 
were obliged to follow it when act- 
ing as the agents for the men with 


money. Judge John H. Terry of Terry Bros. 
admitted that the practice had been quite 
general during the hard times, but also cor- 
roborated the statement of Clerk Brown that 
it had practically ceased. 

It was a bad thiug,’’ he sald, because it 
unsettled business more than ever. If a man 
bought a plecs of property for $10,000 
and paid $2,000 down with the 
promise pay the rest at the ex- 
piration, of yf ten years, and gave 
a deed of trust with this stipulation, he did 
not know what he was contracting to pa). 
If gold went to a premium he would be 
forced to pay more than his property was 
really worth. 

Of course, the defense of the lender was 
that the legal tender of the country might 
depreciate so that he would not get value 
received. It was dad business all around, 
but, happily, it is over now, for confidence is 
once more restored,.’’ 

This custom originated in 1876, about the 
time of the passage of the act abolishing the 
trade dollar as legal tender. It was used at 
that time by Easterners who were loaning a 
great deal to the West. It never assumed 
great proportions until last year.
